If I am not in school this summer, 
a crisis could occur since I do not bave money or lodging if I move out of the Patk 
Betiiesda dorm May 16, 2005. The Maryland Dept of Heaitii and Human Services says I 
cannot use &eir emergency shelters: they are only for fiie mentally ill and substance
